“no mark... A:great deal of force. would“ be 
roquircd to cause injuries by a stroke-with 
atruncheon.. If I were to try it I would 
hayetohitashardasIcould. Edo not think 
that tho dropping of the man on the street 
caused the fracture. There was blood in the 
gutter before, and that showed the fracture 
had been caused before that time. The 
bruisea might have been caused by o fall in 
the gutter. I believe all the injuries were 
inflicted by the one fall. 

Oross-examined—It is highly improba- 
ble that the injuries.to' the head was 
eauaed. by the truncheon. I have seen 
a good many cases of injuries from blows 
by_a truncheon at. the. Civil Hospital 
and when I was... student in Enrope. 
He had a very poor chance of recovery from 
tho firat, secing his skull-was fractured, I 
did not myaelf zee blood cozing from his 
ear, but I understand that blood was fluw- 
ing from his ear. . If the man was dropped 
heavily on tho pavement after the fall-it 
would lessen ‘the chance of his recovery.
